them. In order to he fair, the draft- 
ers of the plan had left out the re- 
quirement that the candidates -would 
not he compelled to file their ac- 
ceptance as in 1908. 
"This proposition is framed up to 
tie thrown out by the courts," said 
Congresman Whitacre. "This thing 
•will not stand the test of the courts 
and isn't intended to. We can pro-

He conversed still further with his mother upon 
the subject, and cited to her in support of his argument, various of the 
neighbors who seldom went to town, and whose appearance did not pleas© 
his taste. As the result of his remarks, his mother went. 


A few nights later, another woman on a suburban train was heard to 


remark, "I didn't want to go into town, but my boy phoned out to come m 
and take supper with him. He had to stay in town. I knew if I didn t 
come, he'd get somebody else, and as he was quite happy at the thougnt 
of giving me a treat, I didn't like to disappoint him."

These mothers are certainly wise. They are reading the signs of tne 


times and profiting thereby. The boy of today, if he had to make a choice, 
would rather have a mother whose appearance and chummmess &e was 
'proud of, than one whose fame rested solely on her pies and cakes, but 
for whose appearance he had mentally to apologize. 
Boys are not so ter- 


ribly critical of what they eat, so that they have enough and it is paiatao-e, 
nor of the condition of the house. But they do take note if their mother 
is untidy, or shabby or old-fashioned. 
This does not mean that a mother should neglect the household end 


'of her business and put all her time and thought on dress. Children need 
nourishing food. And a tasteful, pleasant home means much to their de- 
Telopment. But these should not be all. Many mothers are inclined to 
think they have done their full duty in caring for the physical welfare of, 
their children, in giving them a home that is all it should be. Indeed, some 


" mothers take delight in sacrificing in the matter of dress that the children 
^ay have more. 
But this is an unwise policy. And the children them- 


selves will in the course of time not be grateful for it1. Girls and boys do 
not like to present to their young friends a mother of whose appearance 
-they are ashamed. 
They should not and probably would not be ashamed, 


if real poverty and necessary self-sacrifice caused their mother's shabby 
appearance. 
But if neglect or indifference is at the root of it, they will 


hardly overlook it. 
- 
So mothers who wish to be the real chums of their children should 


'consider the attitude o£ these two boys. For they were not exceptional 
boys 
And probably they voiced what hundreds of other boys are thinking. 


'Don't drop out ot the world and its Interests. Don't sink into indifference 
in regard to dress. Be alive to all that is going on, so that your children 
•will know you will enjoy a jaunt of any kind as much as they. 
And dress 


BO that they need never hesitate to present you to their friends, hut rather 
will do it with pride, because you look so sweet and dainty.

Mrs Harriet Taylor Upton, presi- 


dent of the Ohio Women's Suffrage 
ssociation, 
addressed a meeting of 


women interested in the question at 
Taylor Hall, Y. M. C. A. Tuesday 
night. Following her address, Mrs. 
Upton presided 
at a meeting at 


which the local women organized a 
suffrage association which will be 
named later. 
Officers were elected 


and a large numher of women sub- 
scribed to a membership list. 
The meeting Tuesday night was 


not largely attended probably because 
of the rain which fell after 6 o'clock. 
Taylor hall was probably half full. 


Mrs. 
Upton discussed the suffrage 


movement thoroughly and if there 
was any doubt in the minds of her 
auditors as to the right of women to 
vote, it was dispelled by her force- 
ful arguments. 


She told of the movement of "votes 


for women" from its earliest concep- 
tion to the present day. She detail- 
ed the fight which was waged in the 
constitutional convention when the 
women sought to have their proposal 
incorporated into the work of the 
convention which was carried to a 
successful conclusion. 


Mrs. 
Upton declared that the wo- 


manly influence in matters of state 
could only result in good; that the 
ballot needed the refining influence 
of women. 
She declared that woman's sub- 


mission to being denied the ballot 
was a result of evolution 
She said 
that woman's weakness started when 
the world was young. 
'I believe that in the beginning 


Mrs. Upton declared that the safe- 


y of the country depended upon its 
ndividual citizenship. "Who is more 
responsible for such an obligation as 
voman," asked the speaker. 
"When we are given the ballot," 
said Mrs'Upton, "the greatest group 
of intelligent voters ever franchisee! 
will have a voice in the making of 
the laws. 
We want the ballot be- 
:ause we are citizens m every sense 
of the word and we want to help 
make the laws under which we live." 


Mrs. 
Upton told of the result of 
the 
enfranchisement of women in 


olorado, Wyoming and Washington. 


She called attention to the splendid 
records made in these states. 
She 
oncluded her address with an ap- 
peal to the men to give the women 
the right to vote, 
when the matter 


comes up with the other constitu- 
tional amendments this fall. 
In answering questions propound- 
ed by several persons in the audience 
Mrs. Upton declared that she was not 
a militant suffragist and had no 
sympathy with 
the acts of London 
women in using violence as accredit- 
ed to them in the news dispatches. 
"However, we do not live in Lon- 


don and do not understand the situa- 
tion," she said. 
Later, Mrs. Upton presided at a 


meeting when officers were elected 
for the local organization of women. 
The officers are as follows Presi- 


dent, Mrs. B. S. Randolph; vicepresi- 
dent, Mrs. A. T. Speer; recording sec- 
retary, Mrs. Eugene F. Ball; corres- 
ponding secretary, Miss Mary Fulton;
